Italian Lxtcla was only one oC thou- 


sands of foreign-born women, .Syrians, 
Tlallans, Armenians, ItushlfinN, Lltlm- 
nnluiuj, I'ollish, who, when the draft 
culled their men i'ollc to the American 
colors, asked in helpless confusion 
Mluit It was all about. When would 
their men bo back? What did people 
mean when they told them they would 
receive 
money 
through 
the 
mail? 


Whe.ro could they ilnd work that they 
knew how to do? Was there no one 
who could explain it nil to them In 
their own language? 


Tho Y. AV. 0. A. was ready to oil'or 


assistance, but it would be of no value 
lo offer U in Kngllsh. Consequently 
It had to supply u corps of wwmcn who 
could talk to the foreign-born woman 
at her own door lu tho language that 
sho wan used to hearing In thu home- 
land. 
To teach her Ikigllsh was as 


essential a factor In her Amerlcanliia- 
lldii as to Ilnd her a job. 
Therefore 


I lie war council of tho Y. W. 0. A. sot 
out to Ilnd her lOngllsh. 


A year before tho war began In Eu- 


rope, the leaders of tho Young Wom- 
an's Christian association foresaw Just 
.such a situation, and nuiilo ready to 
meet It. They st udlecl the needs of 
tin- immigrant. 
They trained skilled 


American social workers to become fa- 
miliar with tho homo hubltu and to 
speak the language of the Lett and the 
Hungarian and tho Greek and tho oth- 
er foreign mothers who brought ba- 
bies and bundles otov from Kills island 
lo Hut lory park. 


The organization Into which this ox- 


peilment has developed was named 
by I ho Y. W. 0. A. national board, "Tho 
International 
Institute 
for 
Young 


Women." In terms which these wom- 
en can understand, It Is teaching tho 
fnrolgn-born how to sow and cook and 
euro, for tho baby. 


To girls llko Italian Lucia, who con- 


fusedly lingered on the station pint- 
fni'ins when Iho draft trains pulled out, 
the W. Y. 0, A. la giving direct as- 
sistance. Educated European women, 
appointed to the regular stall' of work- 
ers at the camp Y. W. 0. A. Itostosi 
Houses nro able to talk to the drafted 
men In their own language, assist them 
In writing letters homo, and in ar- 
ranging furloughs tm<3 little visits to 
the camp, 


"The Homo In'tormntlon Service for 


Foreign li'nmllloii of Enlisted Men" is 
doing practical t-ollef work for tho 
wives and mothers. Tho purpose of 
the board is to help the women folk 
left behind to undorstuucl where their 
boys are and how they are being treat- 
ed ; how thoy need homo support luul 
choer, how to send them comforts, arid 
to keep paco themselves by learning1 


ICngllsh and other tilings, so that when 
tho boys corno homo they will not ilnd 
their, women 8tlH very -un-American 
and out of sympathy with them. 


Food cnusorvtitlon bulletins have 


been translated Into IS or 39 languages.

HEODORE ROOSEVELT'S first national memorial is likely to be 
velt National park. The nuichlnery of congress has been put In motion 


to make the necessary change In the Greater Sequoia National park bill. 
Senator Phclnn of California, who In- 
troduced the Greater Sequoia bill last 
yenf, moved the change of name In 
the senate upon the suggestion of Sec- 
retary Luiio of the interior department 
and Director Mather of tlio national 
park service. He said that Roosevelt 
wus early Identified with the West; 
that the llbornlhslhg Influences of west- 
ern life nationalized Ijlm for his later 
tasks; that there was no more fitting 
memorial for u rann of his tastes, cour- 
age, generous nature nnd love of the 
beautiful that this nntlonnl park In the High Sierras. The public lands 
committee reported the amended bill favorably and the senate passed it, In 
the house the amendment was moved by Representative Elston of California 
and wns seconded 'by Representative Glllett of Massachusetts, 


The present Sequoia Nntlonnl park contains 205 square miles. It wns 


created In 1890 to preserve the big trees, Sequoia Wnshlngtoiilana, which 
are the oldest mid largest living things on earth. The largest of them arc SB 
feet In diameter and are about 4,000 years old. 
The Greater Sequoia bill 


nd.ds 1,3RO square miles to the north and east, Including the canyons of 
Kings river nnd Kcvn river, Tohlplte and I'rmullsc valleys nnd the western 
slope and the crest of Mount Whitney (1.4,501), the highest point In contl- 
nontnl United Status. This is scenic area of the first class. Roosevelt Na- 
tional park, with ,1,000 square miles, will be axcueded In sl/.c by only Mount 
McKlnley aiicl Yellowstone nnd will rank with the best of the 17 nntlonnl 
parks, 


Grand Canyon National park hns been, created by congress. It includes

Tims when the time for dispersal from tlho prisoners' camps 
cnme about: the German bully would turn the rest loose to find thdr way, 
unaided and starving, Into Holland and safely, but would detain (be soldier 
who hail insulted him, and afterward secretly send Hie man to work In Ills 
castle or on his estate, whom he could torture and degrade him nt will, 


Tho second reason hinted at by my Informant Is that: these men whose 


whereabouts are such a mystery have, by reason of their special knowledge 
or adaptability, been put: to work on undertakings the nature of which Ger- 
mans want to keep secret.

We entrained In box car» which wore 
largo enough lor 8 horson or I'orty 
Holdloru.

hourn In thoHo care with no liotit of 
any kind, which reunited In many fro- 
zen feet and hungry otomochtt.

llnully landed! In )U vtlllai?e called 
Pranthoy In southern 
Fnuu'tj on 


Xmas Eve, J917. 


Wo wero quartored In that vilhtgo 


doing BquadH "oaBt and weBt" until 
Vobruary 10th, 1918, when wo woro 
called upon by the 1'Mftii HrltlHh Ar- 
my to aBHlHt In preparing for the blj.; 
Boche offensive which they oxpootocl 
to corno off In March. 
(Which cer- 


tainly did.) 


We woro put to work eroding hoa 


vy stool briilgos ovor tho Somino rivor 
In the vicinity of Noyon, Ham and 
Poronno. Wo worked day and night 
at thlH until tho morning of March 
21st, at 2:30 a, m., when un awful 
barrage wa« heard In tho dlHtanco 
and Boon after tho report eamo that 
"Old Fritz" had broken through at 
St. Quoiitlu and by noon tho roadn 
wore JuHt packed by rolUKOOH. drlvon 
from their homos by shell 11 ro. 
Wo 


still "carried on" with our brldgo 
work until A[arch 22nd, whon wti 
were ordered to retreat with tho 
"Tommies" with tho Uocho right on 
our heols. 
Wo retreated back as 


ifar as tho city of Muriel where wo 
woro ordered to "dlR In" and hold 
the llneB and that "Frit/," wan Btlll 
coming. 
Wo dug trenches day and 


night for forty-eight hours whon or- 
ders came to pack up and "git." Wo 
marched to tho village of 
Dominie, 


(March 27th) whore wo waited Cor 
truckB until dark, then wo wore ta- 
ken to tho front in tho ouUklrts of 
Vller'B Brottenoux, where they al- 
ready had jt. lino organized. 
Wo 


wero distributed along In tho tren- 
ches and about 2 a. m. an order was 
passed down the line lor volunteers 
to go on patrol down Into the vllUigo 
as tho Bocho hadn't got to this po»l 
tion yet. 
Well, I thought I might 


as well die gamo ns any other way 
so I volunteered with 26 others and 
started in tho village with a coiu- 
agoous first nontenant. 
Wo got Into 


tho village alright and tho llret thing 
wo knewwo wore onto a llocho ad- 
vance guard, which resulted in tiulto 
a shooting affair, killing several of 
the Bocho and wounding Coiir of our 
men, and then, behold, a Bocho milp- 
er with his machine gun up In tho 
church steeple got busy w,lth us, 
which resulted in our picking up our 
wounded and retiring. 


On Easter Sunday. March lilsl, 


Fritz put ovor n barrage that lasted 
only seven hours and 1 thought that 
1 had forgotten my prayors, but take1 
It from me I sure did learn them 
again that day. Tho barrage Htarlod 
at nine a. in. and lasted until- four 
p. in. and about noon tho old boy 
landed ono about tho slue oif a pork
